Council Details Concerns 
On USDA Wetland Impact 


On Thursday, November 21, 
members of the Greenbelt City 
Council traveled to Baltimore to 
meet with representatives of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
and the Maryland Department of 
the Environment. 

The meeting was the long- 
awaited follow-up on the concerns 
previously raised by council re- 
garding the impact on wetlands of 


the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s construction of a 
headquarters complex on 


Beltsville Agriculture Research 
Center (BARC) property on 
Sunnyside Avenue. 

City Council members outlined 
their concems that the project was 
being presented in a piecemeal 
fashion, so that the cumulative 
impact not be seen. They pointed 
out that no improvements were 
being proposed to Sunnyside Av- 
enue, which is the connecting 


road from Kenilworth Avenue to 
the property. Kenilworth is 
slated to receive improvements as 
a result of this _ project. 
Sunnyside Avenue crosses over 
Indian Creek, which feeds the 
Anacostia River and frequently 
floods, council members pointed 
out. 

The Corps of Engineers’ rep- 
resentatives noted that they had 
approved a permit for the con- 
struction of the office building. 
However, that office building did 
not show related roadway im- 
provements or the disturbance 
that such improvements would 
cause. Steve Elinski of the 
Corps of Engineers said that he 
is now working with USDA on 
the improvements to Kenilworth 
Avenue and on finding a mitiga- 
tion site, two of which have been 
suggested. The Corps’ repre-

On “Dogs as Weapons”

The Greenbelt City Council 
held a work session Tuesday, No- 
vember 19 to discuss dangerous 
pets in Greenbelt. 
Councilmember Judith Davis said 
there were people in Greenbelt 
“who have dogs that are used as 
weapons.” The discussion fo- 


cused on breeds like the pit bull — 


and on irresponsible owners. 
Later, council heard a request to 
convert the Arts Advisory Com- 
mittee to a chartered advisory 
board. ‘We are getting more ani- 
mals of the pit bull nature,” said 
Greenbelt police Sgt. Jim Parker. 

Three members of the 
Greenbelt Dog Park Association 
came to object to the banning of 
breeds. “Lots of animals are 
dangerous. If you want to stop 
anything from happening, you are 
going to have to prohibit dog 
ownership,” said Diann Howland, 
a member of the association. 

Kris White, president of the 
Greenbelt Dog Park Association, 
said that pit bulls could be 
misidentified. Therefore, banning 
breeds of dogs does not make 
sense, a 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts added that banning a certain 
breed would only make people 
get another one. What was 
needed instead, Roberts ex- 
plained, were stiffer sentences for 


a 


people who abuse animals. Rob- 
erts also said that he had read 
that German shepherds are the 
dogs that bite the most. Roberts 
also recalled that while he was 
door-to-door campaigning, a la- 
brador had jumped at him. 

Right now, Greenbelt already 
has animal control regulations. 
For instance, owners cannot keep 
animals that are excessively noisy. 
Rules also exist concerning “dan- 
gerous or vicious animals.” The 
Greenbelt code states that “Every 
animal determined by the county 
animal control commission to be 
vicious or dangerous shall be 
confinéd by the owner in a build- 
ing or secure enclosure and shall 
not be taken out of the building 
or secure enclosure unless se- 
curely restrained, muzzled, or 
caged as necessary.” After an in- 
cident, citizens can file a com- 
plaint for a hearing with the 
county’s Animal Control Com- 
mission. “You have more people 
breeding dogs on balconies than 
you realize,” said Parker. 

Davis suggested that City So- 
licitor Robert Manzi look into a 
possible ordinance regarding irre- 
sponsible pet owners and the use 
of any dog as a weapon.

ERHS, Parkway Lighting 
Discussed by GEAC

Night lights for the ERHS 
field, the Metro Survey, Windsor 
Green’s plans for complying with 
the Telecommunications Act and 
lighting on Hanover Parkway 
were issues discussed at the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Commit- 
tee (GEAC) meeting November 7 
at Hunting Ridge. 

Night lights at ERHS 

A number of parents of stu- 
dents at ERHS have expressed an 
interest in equipping the field 
with lights for evening games re- 
ported Mayor Pro Tem Judith “J” 
Davis. At present, some ERHS 
games are played at Bowie High 
School because they have lights. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram re- 
marked that there is a growing 
demand for lighted fields. 
Councilmember Edward Putens 


said that the demand is due to 
crowded game schedules. 


The light, the noise and the 
traffic generated by evening use 
of the ERHS field might be a po- 
tential source of problems for 
area residents. The consensus 
was that a proposal to light the 
ERHS field needs to be carefully 
studied. Putens moved to send a 
letter to the city council, the 
school board, the ERHS PTSA 
and ERHS principal, Dr Gerald 
Boarman, requesting that GEAC 
be informed before the school 
takes any action. The motion 


carried, 
Metro Survey 

The Greenbelt Metro station 
area study, which will make plan- 
ning recommendations for 
changes in zoning around the sta- 
tion, is being conducted by the 
Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (M- 
NCPPC). GEAC chairman 
Sheldon Goldberg said that he 
expects the study to generate 
much useful information on the 
city, traffic and the environment. 

Mayor Bram said that the sur- 
vey covers only a limited area, 
not all of Greenbelt. The biggest 
Metro problem is that there aren’t 
convenient connections, Bram 
said. 

At present there are 1,500 un- 
used parking spaces at the 
Greenbelt Metro due to insuffi- 
cient riders. The University of 
Maryland has plans to use these 
spaces. 

One preliminary result of the 
study is that the Cherrywood 
Lane bridge over the Beltway has 
been found to be too narrow and 


the bridge is showing signs of 


premature aging and may have 
suffered some structural damage. 
Engineers are studying the bridge. 
Telecommunications Act 

Windsor Green is preparing to 
change its bylaws to comply with 
the new Telecommunications Act.

Students Challenged | 


To Invent, Compete 


For the 15th year, Duracell is 
challenging ninth through twelfth 
grade students to invent battery- 
powered devices and compete for 
prizes totaling over $100,000 in 
savings bonds. 

The deadline for submitting an 
official entry form, essay, wiring 
diagram and photo to the 
Duracell/NTSA Scholarship Com- 
petition is January 15, 1997. En- 
tries are judged on creativity, 
practicality, energy efficiency and 
clarity of the essay. Every stu- 
dent who submits a completed 
entry will receive a certificate of 
participation and a Duracell fanny 
pack. 

One-hundred nationwide final- 
ists, each a candidate for a $200 
bond, will be announced in Feb- 
ruary. In March, 41 top winners 
will be named for a first place 
$20,000 bond, five second place 
$10,000 bonds, ten third place 
$1,000 bonds, and twenty-five 
fourth place $500 bonds. Teach- 
ers of the first and second place 
winners will receive computers 
and color printers. All sponsor- 
_ ing teachers of the 100 finalists 
will receive gifts. 

The first and second place 
winners, along with their parents 
and sponsoring teachers, will be 
honored on April 3 at a gala 15th 
birthday party for the competition 
in New Orleans during the con- 
vention of the National Science 
Teachers Association. 

The competition is sponsored 
by Duracell USA and adminis- 
tered by the National Science 
Teachers Association. The judg- 
ing panel is comprised of distin- 
guished scientists and science 
educators and is chaired by Dr. 
Arthur Eisenkraft, science coordi- 
nator of the Bedford, NY public 
schools. 

Often the winners in this an- 
nual invention competition get 
their ideas by solving common 
problems in their everyday lives. 
Among devices former winners 


have developed are an improved 


bike taillight, a robot which sorts 
recyclables, a gadget which reads 
the ripeness of fruit, and a por- 
table eyesight screening tool. 

A survey of winners con- 
ducted last year shows that the 
competition appeals to many stu- 
dents, including those in indus- 
trial arts, technology, and a vari- 
ety of science classes. Half of 
those who responded said win- 
ning influenced their career 
choices and future studies. Some 
previous winners are improving 
and patenting their devices and 
many are employed in innovative 
technology-based fields. Student 
inventors retain all rights to their 
devices.

Research Center 
Named for Hoyer 


The National Archives dedi- 


‘cated the Steny H. Hoyer Re- 


search Center within Archives II 
at a ceremony on October 21. 
Senator Paul Sarbanes and John 
Carlin, Archivist of the United 
States, presided over the dedica- 
tion proceedings, which honored 
Hoyer’s efforts to bring the Na- 
tional Archives to Prince 
George’s County and the Univer- 
sity of Maryland at College Park. 

Hoyer, as a member of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
was pivotal in obtaining the nec- 
essary funding for construction of 
the project, as well as working 
with University and State of 
Maryland officials in bringing the 
Archives building to College 
Park. The Hoyer Research Cen- 
ter is located on floors 2-6 and 
accommodates 390 researchers at 
a time. 

The building, which has been 
open to researchers since January 
1994, houses more than 600 em- 
ployees and is the fourth largest 
federal building in the Washington 
area. The Archives II building 
draws researchers from around the 
globe, making the University of 
Maryland campus a major world- 
class research institution. 


Maternity Center 
Opens Nearby 


The first birth center in Prince 
George’s County, the Maternity 
Center Greenbelt, at 9811 
Greenbelt Road, Lanham, recently 
opened. A birth center is a free- 
standing health facility providing 
gynecological and maternity care, 
including prenatal visits and birth. 
It is staffed by certified nurse- 


midwives, nurses with postgradu-. 


ate education in midwifery and 
national certification. Because 
the nurse-midwives work in con- 
sultation with obstetricians, pedia- 
tricians, and hospitals, each fam- 
ily receives an individualized plan 
of care for their health needs. 

Birth centers provide care with 
an emphasis on personal atten- 
tion, the appropriate use of tech- 
nology and drugs, family involve- 
ment, and client involvement in 
decision-making. This type of 
care is covered by most insurance 
plans. 

The Maternity Center 
Greenbelt, which is accredited by 
the National Commission for the 
Accreditation of Birth Centers, is 
a joint venture between Birth 
Center Consultants and Doctors 
Community Hospital. 

Maternity Center Greenbelt 
sponsors a free weekly orientation 
and tour, “The Motherhood Expe- 
rience,” describing the program of 
care and providing information on 
maternity care choices. The next 
seminar will be offered on De- 
cember 9 at 6:45 p.m.

Committee’s request to become 
the Arts Advisory Board, a per- 
manent, chartered city body. 

Barbara Simon, president of 
the Arts Advisory Committee, 
said that the committee was 
started in 1989.

sentatives seemed particularly 
interested in the city’s conten- 
tion that the project is being 
presented in a piecemeal fash- 
ion. They noted that if that de- 
termination is made, permits 
could be pulled for work that is 
still ongoing. 

The next step in the Corps’ 
process is to agree to an ac- 
ceptable mitigation site. Fol- 
lowing this, an application can 
be filed and processed. The 
city will be involved in the 
public review process, they 
said, once an application is for- 
mally filed.

A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

Winter is almost here but 
some of the garden plants have 
still not completely stopped grow- 
ing for the year. A few types of 
trees and shrubs have not lost 
their leaves. Berries can still be 
seen on some shrubs and trees. 
Some of these berries should stay 


through the winter, but they are 


now at their most brilliant - red- 
dish-orange on hawthorn trees, 
intense red on barberry and win- 
terberry and, of course, there 1s 
the intense red against green 
leaves of the holly tree. 

The soil has not cooled down 
for the winter so soil related 
chores can still be done. Trees 
and shrubs can be planted during 
the next few weeks or can be 
planted in the early spring. New 
garden beds can be created and 
established beds can have fertiliz- 
ers (such as manure, compost, 
commerical fetilizers, and lime) 
worked into them in the next few 
weeks or in the spring. Soil 
preparation now means one less 
task in the busy spring planting 
season and gives time for nutri- 
ents to work their way into the 
soil to be accessible to plants. 

The advantage to doing the 
work now is that the soil 1s usu- 


ally drier in the autumn than in- 


the spring. Garden beds should 
never be worked or walked upon 
when wet. Another advantage to 
work in the autumn is it Is 
cooler. One can work up a real 
sweat when doing heavy garden 
work such as soil preparation. 
But if you do nothing else, clear 
the dead plants and little weeds 
off. Garden cleanliness now 
means less work next year, as 
pests and diseases are removed 
from the garden bed.

Stating that the Council’s 
powers under the city charter 
were “almost nil,” Mayor 
George F. Bauer called for the 
charter to be revised. Bauer 
noted that there was no re- 


course to higher authority if a. 


town employee should be dis- 
charged by the town manager. 
“Absolute power is vested in 
one man under the charter,” 
Brewer said, “and it is difficult 
for councilmen to learn about 
employee conditions. Many 
employees are threatening to 
quit.” The town manager had 
full power to hire and fire all 
employees, except that the 
council had to approve the ap- 
pointment of a city solicitor (at- 
torney). 


The mayor noted that only” 


the manager could appoint an 


acting manager and felt that” 
‘this would bea problem should 


the manager become incapaci- 
tated. He also wanted a petty 
cash fund that the mayor could 
use for such purposes as travel- 
ing expenses and telegrams on 
town business. No such funds 
were then available to the 
mayor. 

Councilmembers agreed that 
the charter needed revision but 
did not indicate what charges 
they felt were required. The 
reporter for the Greenbelt Co- 
operator, Carolyn Miller, re- 
ported that Greenbelt’s charter 
was patterned after a model 
form for council-manager gov- 
ernment and that the vesting of 
authority of administration and 
management in the town man- 





ager is the usual procedure. 
She also reported that the legis- 
lature had to enact any charter © 
amendments and that they could 
require a town referendum to 
be held. 

(Note: The city charter can 
now be amended by the coun- 
cil. That action can be peti- 
tioned to referendum. In addi- 
tion, an employee appeals board 
hears employee grievances and 
appeals of adverse actions taken 
by the manager. Although 
there is still no petty cash fund 
for the mayor, expenses in- 
curred by the mayor and coun- 
cil are reimbursed subject to 
policies established by the city 
council.)

PREPARED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF LEGISLATIVE 
REFERENCE PURSUANT TO CHAPTER 77 OF THE ACTS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND OF 1983, 


BY REPEALING AND REENACTING WITH 
AMENDMENTS SECTION 22, TITLED 
“ELECTIONEERING.” 


The above titled Charter Amendment shall become and be con- 
sidered a part of the Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
according to the terms of the amendment, in all respects to be 
effective and observed as such, upon the Ist day of January, 
1997, unless on or before the 22nd day of December, 1996, 
there shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, 
Maryland, or mailed‘to it by registered mail, a petition for refer- 
endum signed by twenty percent (20%) or more of the persons 
qualified to vote in the regular election of the City of Greenbelt, 
Maryland requesting the above titled Charter Amendment be 
submitted to the voters of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland.

Six Prince George’s County

Fast food delivery people 
were the victims of armed rob- 
beries in two separate incidents 
this week in Springhill Lake. 
The first robbery occurred 
around 8:15 p.m. on Friday, 
November 15 in the 6200 block 
of Springhill Court. After mak- 
ing a delivery, the victim was 
approached by two men, one 
armed with a handgun. The 
men forced the victim into his 
own vehicle. After demanding 
and obtaining money, the rob- 
bers fled on foot. The victim 
was not injured. 

The second armed robbery 
occurred at approximately 7:45 
p.m. on Monday, November 18 
in the 9100 block of Springhill 
Lane. A pizza delivery person, 
returning to his car, was struck 
in the back of the head and 
pushed to the ground. After 
obtaining the victim’s wallet 
and car keys, the robber again 
struck the victim in the head 
and fled the scene in the 
victim’s vehicle. The victim 
was taken to the hospital for 
treatment of his injuries. The 
robber is described as a black 
male, 6' tall, 200 Ibs., wearing 
a black skull cap, blue jacket 
and black pants. The victim's 
vehicle, which was stolen, Is a 
red 2-door 1992 Dodge 
Shadow, MD tags ZKK082. 

At approximately 10:30 p.m. 
on Saturday, November 16, a 
citizen in the Beltway Plaza 
parking lot near the Baskin- 
Robbins Ice Cream Eatery was 
the victim of an armed robbery. 
One of the suspects approached 
the victim and asked the brand 
name of the victim's jacket. 
Three other suspects then 
joined the first, at which time 
the first suspect demanded the 
jacket and stated that he had a 
gun. One of the suspects 
grabbed the jacket and fled on 
foot across Greenbelt Road into 
Berwyn Heights. The remain- 
ing suspects were last seen en- 
tering the mall area of Beltway 
Plaza, but were not located. A 
detailed description is only 
available for one of the sus- 
pects, described as a black 
male, 14-15 years old, 5' 8" 
with a heavy build, wearing a 
gray ski mask, gray sweat 
jacket and jeans. 

Two residents were the vic- 
tims of an attempted armed 
robbery in the 7800 block of 
Cloister Place around 10:30 
p.m. on Monday, November 18. 
As the victims were walking 
from their vehicle to their resi- 
dence, one went to the mailbox. 
He was approached from be- 
hind by a 5' 6" male wearing 
military-type clothing, a ski 
mask and hat, who told the vic- 
tim not to move. When the 
victim turned and assumed a 
fighting stance, the robber pro- 
duced a small handgun. The 
victim attempted to run away, 
but fell to the ground. The 
robber then approached the sec- 
ond victim and took a bag of 
groceries from her hands. He 
then dropped the bag and fled 
on foot toward a waiting ve- 
hicle, apparently firing several 
shots in the victims’ direction 
as he ran. The vehicle, de- 
scribed as light green or blue, 
possibly a Toyota Tercel, was 
occupied by as many as three 
suspects. It was last seen trav- 
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eling toward Hanover Parkway. 
The male victim was taken to a 
hospital for treatment of a cut 
suffered while he was attempt- 


ing to flee. 


On Thursday, November 21 
at approximately 1 a.m. an 
armed robbery took place at the 
7-Eleven store on Centerway. 
The robber entered the store, 
gestured that he had a gun and 
ordered the clerk to lie down 
on the floor. The robber then 
ordered the clerk to open the 
cash register. After obtaining 
an undisclosed amount of 
money, the robber fled on foot 
toward the Co-op Supermarket. 
He is described as a white 
male, approximately 29 years 
old, 5' 9", 190 lbs., wearing 
some type of white covering 
over his face, light brown 
shorts, white socks and no 
shoes. 

After being stopped for a 
traffic violation near the inter- 
section of Cherrywood Lane 
and Greenbelt Road around 
9:15 p.m. on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 16, the nonresident male 
driver left his vehicle, refused
